ver of its own | Diſtrict F unds, to whom this Tax might as wel 


have been paid, (as it was payable from the very ſame Proprietors) 


and who would \certainly have been glad to colle it for a very 
trifling Recompence——The AR of the 11, GEO. III. introduced the 
next Tax that required a ColleQor, — This is payable, to the Corpo- 
ration who likewiſe have the Appointment of the Collector, — One 
would think a reſpettable Body who are Guardians for the Welfare 
of a Country like the Bedford Level, Would uſe ſtrict Oeconomy 
in the Collection of this Tax, — That they would throw it into the 
Hands either of the Diſtrict Receivers, or of the Receivers of the laſt 
mentioned Tax, with a trifling Recompence for keeping two Columns 
in the Account inſtead of one. The Corporation do no ſuch Thing, 
They appoint a diſtin Receiver with a diſtin Salary of gal. per 
Annum, — By the 19, Gzo III. two other Taxes were introduced,

thereof into the Hands of their former Receiver, but with an additi- 
onal Salary of 6d. in the Pound, amounting to 151. per Annum, But 
here let it be underſtood that I am very far from meaning to condemn 
the Conduct of the Corporation, for altho they have allowed very 
conſiderably more than was neceflary, for the Collection of the 
Taxes that are payable to them, they were undoubtedly led by the 
Precedent which the Commiſſioners had eſtabliſhed, who atting for the 
Proprietors, and ſome of them Proprietors in their own Rights, 
might reaſonably be thought the beſt Judges of what was proper 
5 to be done — The other was a Commiſſioners Tax due on the 
fame Days, and from the ſame Proprietors, with the Tax for the 
Collection of which, '331. is paid annually to Mr. Leg's Clerk. The

When remonſtrated with by the 
5 | Commithoners for neglect of Duty, in ſuffering many hundreds of 
Pounds to be in Arrear, from that Part of the Taxes which alone 
makes if neceſſary to have any Receiver at all, and at a Time when 
the Funds are paying 5 per Cent Intereſt, I further call upon him to 
ſay, upon what Principle he holds the Commiſſioners at Bay, and con- 
tends againſt any Meaſures for enforcing the Payment? And I further 
call upon him to ſay upon what Principle he expects a ſilent Acqui- 
efence; on the Part of the Commiſſioners, who are ſworn to do their 
Duty, without Favour or Affection to any Perſon whomſoever? And 
laſtly I call upon him to lay, upon what Principle he expects a Conſent 
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en the Part of the Proprictors, to any new Tax, the abſolute Neceſſity 
of which is ſo far from being clearly demonſtrated, that not a Shadow 
of a Reaſon or Argument has been urged in its Favour ? ; + # 
To prevent all Poſſibility of being miſunderſtood, I muſt here de- 
clare, that I have no Deſignu to include the - Commiſſioners in the Re- 
lections that may be drawn from thele Strictures: I reſpect many of them 
as Neighbours and honeſt Men, and have only to with they would at 
all Times judge for themſelves, in a Buſineſs which from its Magnitude, 
if for no other Reaſon, ought not to be left to the Dictates of any one 
Man in the World! I muſt likewiſe declare that although I have uſed 
Mr. Trouble, as a Sort of ſtalking Horle, to enable me to hit another 
more forcibly, or with a ſurer Aim, I have no poſitive, Blame to 
charge him with. This I think it neceſlary to explain, becauſe I find 
{ome of my Readers have really conſidered him in a criminal Point 
of View, but it was nothing more than the Warmth of indignant Re- 
proof, that made me apply certain Inſtruments. of Deſtruttion (which 
indeed ſeemed almoſt ready bought to my Hands) with a Levity 
that I muſt confels was very unbecoming . But to return: Let no 
Man ſuffer himſelf by the invidious Concluſion of my Opponent's 
Obſervations, to be miſled from the Matter in Hand — It is merely

The local Situation of Sir Sampſon Gideon's Eſtates in the North 
Level has Nothing to do-with the preſent Queſizon, any more than the 
Circumſtance has of their being chiefly Adventure Land, though few 
People beſides my Opponent would have arraigned me on that As- 
count, ſince he very well knows: that one great Qbjettion of mine to 
his new Tax, is that it may not favour the Qwners of the Adventure 
Lands, at the Expence of the Owners of the Free Lands, by charg- 
ing the latter with the Payment of what actually belongs to the 


former; Nevertheleſs, upon this Point though foreign to the 


main Purpoſe, ſince my Opponent has himſelf brought it before 
the Proprietors, I muſt here declare, that ſhould the Neceſſity 
of any new Tax ariſe, which I firmly believe can never hap- 

n, if the Funds and Works are managed. as they ought to be, 
I ſhall undoubtedſy combat the Propoſition of making all Lands

pay alike, for the Support of Works in which they are not equal- 
ly intereſted, and not merely upon the Principle of being Agent to 
Sir Samplon Gideon, but becaule it is a Queſtion in which many others 
are \concerned, who cannot ſo well afford to exerciſe Liberality. 


(i -Biv:Sampſon.'Gideon's Eſtate in the firſt Diſtria, is all Adven- 
turers Lands, and 1 preſume it is known to molt of the Proprietors, 
that what are called Adventurers Lands were originally given to a 
Set of Adventurers, who undertook upon thoſe Terms to drain the 
Remainder, and when the Neceſſity of taxing Lands firſt aroſe, the 
Adventurers were for that Reaſon, the only Lands to which the Tax 
extended : Upon true Principles of Fairneſs, it muſt be admitted, 
that the Adventurers Lands ought to preſerve the other Lands for ever, 
but who are the Parties to call upon them? Thoſe People from whoſe 
Property the Adventurers Lands were taken — Now Sir Sampſon 
Gideon's Adventurers Lands abovementioned, were taken from thoſe 
very extenſive Commons, called Burrow Fen Common, the Slipe 
Common, and the Four-hundred- Acres Common, and it ſo happens 
that he does at this Moment, aided by the ſmall Prop rietors 1n the 
firſt Diſtrict, (between whom and himſelf a 95 ueſtion of Fairneſs may 
poſſibly ariſe actually perform the Contract, by draining thoſe Com- 
mons (which conſiſt of 7000 Acres) with the Firſt Diſtri&t Engines 
and moſt probably the Owner of his Eſtate, will in like Manner for 
ever drain them,” over and above contributing to the general Expences, 
equally with all other Proprietors of Adventurers Lands in the North 
Level. And to render this Drainage as difficult as poſſible, Carr Dyke 
which ought to convey the High Country Waters into the Folly 
River, has been ſuffered to grow up, and the Folly River which 
ought to be the Outfal for it into the River Welland, is nearly in the 
ſame Situation, fo that this Water muſt always {will againſt the Banks, 
and let thoſe Banks be ever ſo ſtrong and good, this Swill muſt always 
occalion a very conſiderable Soak through them. Still further to 
impede the Drainage of theſe Commons, both the Banks of the Folly 
River, are planted with Willow Trees, and thereby rendered ſo 
porous that in the Judgement of many People they admit as much 
Water into the Commons, as one good Engine would throw out again. 
The Tops of thele "Trees afford a conſiderable Profit, which 1s enjoyed 
by the ſame Perſon who enjoys the Profits of reletting the Banks ; 

it cannot therefore be wondered at, that a Diſcuſſion reſpecting the 
Propriety of ſuffering theſe Trees to continue, has been carried i 
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gainſt their being cut down, altho' an Order has been ſince made, for 
cutting down the Willow Trees growing on the Bank of the Counter 
Drain of the North Bank, the Tops of which laſt, are the Profit 
not of. the Perſon. who relets the Banks, but of the reſpective Owners, 
of the Lands adjoining.* It may be proper to add, that in Conſequence 
of this great Soak through the Carr Dyke Bank, and Folly, Banks, 
(and more particularly the latter) which the Commiſſioners of the 
firſt Diſtrict did all in their Power to get remedied, the Engines of the 
firſt Diſtrict have been obliged to be encreaſed in Size at the Ex- 
ns Pg at leaſt a 'Thouſand Pounds, to the Proprietors of that 
Dilſtriet, 104 uhh; 


To contraſt this ſhort. Hiſtory of Sir Sampſon Gideon's Eſtate, 
with the Hiſtory of the Duke of Bedford's Eſtate, may poſſibly ſave 
a great deal of future Scrutiny, and upon this Principle I hope to be 
excuſed, when I ay, that the Duke of Bedford's Adventurers Lands, 
do not ſtand in the * Predicament. Who was to call upon him 
for a Perfomance of the original Contract? Why himſelf, for he is 
the Owner of the Free Lands from whence they were taken, and 
hence aroſe a Reaſon at the firſt, for extending the Taxes ta the 
Free Lands of his Grace, which could not apply to any other Free 


| Lands in the North Level. 


As to Matters of Drainage, no Impediment has ever been thrown, 
in the Way, but on the Contrary, notwithſtanding. the firſt Diſtrid. 
contributes towards the Expence in the ſame. Proportion, every Part 
of the publick Works, that relates to the Drainage of his Graces Eftate, 
has been kept good, and in general provided for, without a Conſultati- 
on of the Commiſſioners, who have been called out, not to examine 
whether the Works are neceſſary or not, but to give a Sanction to an, 
Eſtimate of the Expence, previoully formed by Mr. Trouble and 
others, employed not by the Commiſhoners, but by Mr. Leg. 


Io illuſtrate this Part of the Buſineſs, I now defire my Opponent 
will ſtate from the Documents in his Poſſeſſion, how much Money 
has been laid out in the laſt nine Years (which is about the Period 
that he has been at the Head of the North Level Buſineſs) upon that 
Part of the Commiſſioners Works with which the firſt Diſtrict: and 
Portſand Eſtate have any Concern, and likewiſe how much Mo- 
ney has been laid out upon the Carr Dyke Bank and the Folly Banks?

An Anſwer to this latter Part of the Queſtion will ſhew very forcibly, 
how improper it is to ſtate the Length of theſe Banks in any publick 
Account that is to be exhibited, for the Purpoſe of ſhewing the Mag- 
nitude of the Works, ſupported: by the Corporation Fund, and it 
may perhaps induce the Corporation to compare the Salary of 451. 
per Annum paid out of this Fund, to the Officer employed to ſuperin- 
tend thoſe Works, with the Salary paid to the Officer employed to 
ſuperintend the Works of the South Bank, and ſurely if it appears 
that the Carr Dyke and Folly Banks are little or no Expence to the 
Fund, it muſt. follow, that little or no Salary is neceſſary to be paid 
for ſuperintending them. r „ 


I preſume it will be admitted that Precedent however ancient, can- 
not lanttify WRONG, and I now call upon my Opponent to ſay, 
upon what: Principle of Fairneſs, the firſt Diſtrict and Portſand, can 
be expected to contribute towards the new Tax, in the Proportion 
he requires them to do, when ſo far as the Debt is concerned, the 
ſmall Proprietors and Portſand Eſtate would be actually paying Mo- 
ney far. Sir Sampſon Gideon, and as to the public Works, theſe two 
Diſtricts have neither as yet received any thing like a due Share 
of the Advantages, nor under all Circumſtances of the Nature of 
the Buſinels, can it be expected they ever ſhould be benefited in a 
like Proportion with the other three Diſtriècts? | 

Upon the firſt View of the Plan for the new Tax, I was led to be- 
lieve that a Tax was neceſſary for the Purpoſe of paying off the, 
Debt, and having at that Time no Knowledge of thoſe Intricacies 
which I have ſince ſtudied to underſtand, I was not aware of the im- 
proper Operation of the Plan with reſpet to the Free Lands, and 
therefore at firſt I ſought to qualify the Plan ſo as to ſuit all ap- 
parent Circumſtances of Fairneſs, but the Moment I found out the 
Unfaurneſs of the Scheme as to the, Free Lands, and that the Debt, 
might be ſufficiently leſſened without a new Tax, I mentioned theſe 
Matters to my Opponent and held up my Hand deciſively againſt the 
Meafure. I am now the more particular in explaining myſelf becauſe 
I preſume this is what my Opponent means W his Charge of Unfa:r- 
neſs and Partiality altho' I have all along uſed the ſame Arguments 
that I now uſe, ſo far as a Knowledge of Fads at the Time extended, 
and whatever is the Object to attend to, I truſt that I ſhall always be 
found to act with the ſame Ce ana n e 
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I find that I have overlooked one of my Opponents Obſervations, 

which ought properly to have bcen noticed in that Part of theſe Ad- 
ditional Reaſons which relates to the Fund for Support of the Banks, 
I mean his Poſition. as to the utter Impratticability of getting rid of the 
whole Debt by Purchaſe of the Taxes — I deny this Poſition, and to 
fhew that none of, my Reaſons, which he calls bold Aﬀertions, are 
taken up, on weak Ground, I undertake to prove that there are 
various Ways of purchaſing a ſufficient Part of the Taxes to pay off 
the whole Debt, if neceſſary. In the firſt Place, the two large Pro- 
prietors, if they think proper, may buy off the whole Tax, laid by Act 
11, Geo. III. which would raiſe more than the whole Debt of 25,0001. 
and in that Caſe, they would only have to receive a Rent-charge 
iſſuing out of the Eſtates of the ſmall Proprietors.—In the next Place, 
the very ſame Power that muſt be obtained for charging the North 
Level with a new Tax, I mean an Att of Parliament, may be obtain- 
ed, for enabling them to buy off a ſufficient Part of their own ancient 
Corporation Taxes, to diſcharge the remaining 8,500l. There is 
another Mode which I ſhould prefer to either of thefe, and which I 
muſt take the Trouble of Hluſtrating by a Caſe in Point, that is un- 
doubtedly freſh in the Memory, of at leaſt one hundred of my Read- 
ers—1I mean the Purchaſe of Part of the Taxes laid by the Commiſh- 
oners of the firſt Diſtict for their own interior Works, and upon this 
Head I muſt be a little explanatory. | | | 


When the Employment I am now engaged in, firſt devolved upon 
me, I found the firſt Diſtrict Funds charged with a heavy Debt, and 
the Works by no Means in a Sate to anſwer the Purpoſe of Drainage. 
Indeed, the Engines at that Time ſtanding, were not at all equal to 
the Taſk of contending with the prodigious Soak, that the Commons 
are encumbered with from the Cauſes above recited, and which I did 
all in my Power to remedy without Effect, not being able to convince 
my Opponent that the Roots of Willow Trees upon the Folly Banks 
can poſſibly admit Water into the Common. In this Dilemma what 
was to be done? An Ad of Parliament was ſuggeſted to me, as af- 
fording the only poſſible Help, as the ſmall Proprietors ( 120 in Num- 
ber) could not by any other Means, be made to pay their Quota of 
the neceſſary Expences, amounting to about a Thouſand Pounds. — 
To this I had an inſuperable Objettion; and after examining the Act 
of 27, Gro. II. I found that the Commiſſioners of the firſt Diſtrict, 
had the very ſame Power of lewering their interior Tax, that the

General Commiſſioners have of lowering what is called the perpetual 
Tax, and it immediately occurred to me that Part of this interior 
Tax, might be bought off for a Term of Years, and that an Agree- 
ment entered into between the Proprietors and the Commiſſioners would 
have all the Effect of a regular Conveyance. 1 recommended this 
Plan, which was inſtantly adopted by Sir Sampſon Gideon, who owns 
about four-fifths of the Diſtrict, and the Example was inſtantly follow- 
ed by a Majority (in Value) of the other Proprietors, by which 
Means a large Sum of Money was raiſed, the Diſtrict is now clear 
of Debts, the Engines are increafed in the Proportion required, 
and the Remainder of the Fund is ſufficient to provide for the neceſ- 
ſary Works during the Term agreed for. This then is the Mode 
that of all others I would wiſh to prefer in Caſe it ſhall be thought 
proper to pay off the whole of the Debt, which I contend is not 
neceſſary to be done at prelent. 0 5 


But as a Time may come when Senſe and Reaſon aided by 
Integrity and Self-denial, may deſert the - ruinous Syſtem of tax- 
ing, and not confined by ſtrict neceſſity, may try to leffen thoſe. 
Burdens already impoſed, it may be worth while to ſtate what 
would be the Operation of the Plan I am now propoſing, 
if carried into Execution, which will be beſt done by a Compariſon 
thereof, with the annual Fund to be produced from my Opponent's 
Plan for Support of the Banks; and likewiſe by a Compariſon of 
the Commiſſioners Fund Tee increaſed by the Surplus of the other 
Fund) with the State of the Expenditure for Commiſſioners Works, 
taken upon.an. Average of the laſt nine Years, and here let me beg 
that no Perlon whoſe Salary will be lowered by the Plan I have te 
| propoſe, will be offended with me, ſince I have been drawn by my 
Opponent much further into this Buſineſs, than I ever meant to go.
